INE GOVERNMENT AND THE CONTRACTOR, 

We have been able.to gather additional 
particulara concerning the breakdown of the 
negotiations between the Siamesa Govero« 
montand tho Contractor, says tho Stam, Free 
Prees of the 17th December. As we pubs 
lished lest pight it ie now absolutely certais 
that the rupture is complate, and the mancer 
in which it bas besn bronght sbout ia not 
oteditable to Prince Bidyelaph or to bis

The Government, or rather Prince Bidya- 


laph, acknowledges, wo believe, that many ri 


vexed questions axint betweot the Contractor 
and the Royal Railway Department, and we 
sbrewdly euapeot that the Binmeso sre also 
of opioion that another crop of qaestiona will 
atiae before the Bangkok-Genghol seotion ip 
fivished.
